Kingdom. He is mention'd in the Jambick 
Verf es of Archilechus the Parian, who livd 
at the ſame, Lime. In this Manner Gyges ob- 
tain'd the Kingdom, and was confirm'd in his 
Acquiſition by the Oracle of Delphi. For 
hes the Lydians, highly reſenting the Death 
| of Candaules, had aſſembled together in Arms, , 
2 Agreement was at laſt concluded between 
| them - 
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5 and the Soldiers of Ges, that if * 


e ſhould pronounce him King of Badia, 
ſhould be permitted to feign; if not, he 
Ser reftore the Kingdom to the Heraclides. 
The Anſwer of the, Oracle was favourable. to 
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* E Lebte y, That Arion i Ms. 
mna, who Was Second to none of his 
Time in playing on the Harp, and fit Inven- 
tor of Dithyrambicks, both Name and Thing, 
Which he taught at Corinth, was brought b by 
a Dolphin to Tenarus; and thus thy” fel the 
Story: Arion having continu'd long with 
Pt#iander, "reſolv'd to make a Voyage to 
Hay and Sicih, where when he had ac- 
quird t Riches, determining, to return to 
1d hy he went to Tarentum, and hir'd a 
Sto of certain Cor intbiant, , becauſe he put 
he Confidence in them than in any other 
Nation. But theſe Men, when they were in 
tbeir Paſſage, confpir' d together to throw him 
into the Sea, that they might get his Money: 
Which he no fooner underſtood, than offer- 
ing them all his Treaſure, he only begg' d 
they would ſpare his Life. But the Seamen 
Ys inflexible, commanded him either to kill

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| himſelf, that he might be buried. aſhore, or to 
leap immediately into the Sea. Arion ſeeing 
himſelf reduc'd to this hard Choice, man 
neſtly deſir d, that having determin'd his 
Death, they would, permit him to dreſs 
in his zicheſt Apparel, and to ſing ſtanding 
on the Side of the Ship, promiſing to kill 
himſelf when he had done. The Seamen 
highly pleas'd that they ſhould hear a Song 
from the beſt Singer of the World, granted 
his Requeſt, and went from the Stern to the 
middle of the Veſſel. In the mean Time 4- 
rien having put on all his Robes, took up his 
Harp, and bagan an Orthian Ode; which 
when he had finiſh'd, he leap'd into the Sea 
as he was dreſs'd, and the Corinthians conti- 
nued their Voyage homeward.

God, as the firſt Fruits 
of his Victory; or to perform a Vow; or 
perhaps to ſee, becauſe he had heard of his 
Devotion to the Gods, whether any Dæmon 
would ſave him from the Fire. When Cræ- 
ſus had aſcended the Pile, notwithſtanding 
the Weight of his Misfortunes, the Words 
of Solen reviving in his Memory, made him 
think he was inſpir'd by, ſome God, when 
he ſaid, that no living Man could juſtly be 
called Happy. n theſe Words in his 

Mind, he ſigb'd often in the Anguiſh of his 
Soul, and thricg pronounc'd the Name of 
Solon. Which when Gyrus heard, he com- 
manded his Interpreters to ask him, whole, 
Aſſiſtance he implor'd. "They obey'd imme 
diately ; but Cræſus for 475 Thee. Silence; 
yet at laſt being conſtrain'd to ſpeak, he ſaid, 
<«< I nam'd a Man, whoſe Diſcourſes. I more 
« defire all Tyrants might hear, than to be 
<< Poſleſſor of the greateſt Riches.” The In- 
terpreters judging this Anſwer, obſcure, re- 
peated their Demand; and perſiſting in their 
Importunity, preſs'd him earneſtly; to explain 
his Meaning. Upon which Cræſus acquainted, 
them, that Halan, an Athenign, having formerly, 
viſited him, and , view'd his immenſe 'Trea-;

all Mankind as much as to Himſelf, and eſpe- 
cially to thoſe: who wainly imagine themſelves 
Happy. After Cro/us had faid theſe Words, 
and the Flames began to aſcend on every Side, 
Cyrus, already inform'd by the Interpreters, 
of what he had faid, relented on a ſudden; 
and conſidering that being but a Man, he 
was yet going to burn another Man alive, 
who had been no way inferior to himſelf in 
Proſperity ; and fearing a Retaliation of Pu- 
niſhment, as one who was not ignorant of the 
Inconſtaney of human Affairs; he commanded 
the Fire to be preſently extinguiſh'd, and 
Cræſas, with thoſe ws were about him, 
to be taken down. Accordingly all Endea- 
vours were us'd to execute his Orders; but 
they could not maſter the Fire. In this Di- 
ſtreſs, Crafts, as the Lydians' report, being 
inform'd that Cyras had alter'd his Reſolution, 
and ſeeing every Man toiling in vam to put 
out the Fire, burſt into Tears; and with a 
loud Voice invoking Halls, beſought the God,

1 N China no Man is a Gentleman by his Birth,  - 
T but that the Mandarines,. or Gentlemen, 
become ſuch by theic own Parts and Learning. 
Theſe Mandarines, by a fundamental Law of 
the Chineſe Empire, are allowed to tell the . 
Emperor, in reſpectful, yet in plain Terms, 
whatever they think is amiſs. in his Conduct; 
and we are aſſured, that whenever they think 
the Honour of their Prince, or the Good! of 
their Country, makes it neceſſary, they never 
fail to make uſe of their Privilege.

One 
of the wiſeſt and 24 — of the Manda- 
rines hereupon demanded an Audience; and 
having told his Prince what he conceived was 
wrong in his Conduct, he ſhew'd him, with 
great Strength of Reaſon, the ill Conſequen- 
ces which would probably attend it. The — 
peror, who was not of an Humour to think 
he could be in the Wrong, inſtead of reform- 
ing his own Conduct, ordered the Mandarine 
to be put to Death for his Inſolence.

He was eſteem' d 
the greateſt Mafter in all 7raly at that Time. 
And having hs Advantage, of a dead Man 
hanging on a Croſs before him, there's no 
Queſtion, bat he made 4 matchleſs Piece of 
Work ee: 

As ſoon as he had finiſh'd bis Pi2ure, he 
carried it to the Pope, who was aſtoniſh'd as 
at a Prodigy of Art, highly extolling the Ex-

In the mean while, a Guard 
was ſet upon him to prevent his Eſcape. As 
ſoon as the Pope had caus d the Picture to be 
delivered into his Hands, he takes a Bruſh, 
and dipping it into a Sort of Stuff he had 
ready for that Purpoſe, daubs the Picture all 
over with it, ſo that nothing could now be 
ſeen of the Crucifix; but it was quite effaced 
in all outward Appearance. 
This made the Pope ſtark mad: He ſtamp'd, 
foam'd and rav'd like one in a Phrenzy. He 
ſwore the Painter ſhould ſuffer the moſt cruel 
Death that could be invented, unleſs he drew. 
another full as good as the former; for if but 
the leaſt Grace was miſſing, he would not 
pardon him. But if he could produce an 
exact Parallel, he would not only give him 
his Life, but an ample Reward in Money, 
The Painter as he had Reaſon, deſir'd this 
under the Pope's Signet, that he might not be 
in Danger of a ſecond Repeal : Which was 
granted him. And then he took a wet 
Sponge, and wiped off all the Varniſh he had 
daub'd on the Picture. And the Crucifix ap-

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The Pope, who look' d upon this as a great 
Secret, being ignorant of the Arts which 
Painters uſe, was raviſh'd at the ſtrange Me- 
tamorphoſis. And to reward the Painter's 
treble ingenuity, he abſolved him from all his 
Sins, and the Puniſhments due to them ; or- 
dering moreover his Steward to cover the 
Picture all over with Gold, as a farther Gra- 
tuity for the Painter. And they ſay, this 
Crucifix is the Original by which the moſt 
famous Crucifixes in Europe are drawn.

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EY "Sea Marcius Coriolanus was of a Patri- 
cian Family in Rome, and had given ſe- 
veral Inſtances of an invincible Courage in the 
Service of his Country. Soon after he was of 
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i) * T have endeavour'd to place this beautiful 
Story in its full Light : It is mentioned by every 
"Author who has wrote of the Roman Afﬀairs at 

the Time it happen d; the Authors who have 
been moſt particalar in their Account of it, are 
Dionyſius of Halicarnafſus, Livy, and Plu- 
tarch ; each of theſe, has told this Story his 
own Way, and given us the Speech of Coriola- 
nus' Mother. There cannot be a more = 

3 Pleaſure, to a Perſon of a refined Taſte, than 
_ "*$ to objeruve the different Manner after which 
BE theſe three Authors have given us the Story of 
Coriolanus; and if a Man was to make a 
Compariſon between theſe three great Hiſtori- 
an, and toTonſider each of their Beauties and 
Defects, he could not perhaps do-it better, than 
I nicely obſerving the Manner in which each of 
"them has told this Story, and what Circumſtan- 
. 3 ces 
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an Age to bear Arms, a War broke out be- 
tween the Romans and the Volſcians : The for- 
mer under the Command of_Cominius their 
Conſul, inveſted Corioli, the chief City of 
their Enemies. The Volſcians had at that 
Time a good Army in the Field, fo that the 
Roman Conſul, to avoid being beſieg'd in his 
Trenches, was oblig'd to divide his Forces: 
He marched himſelf at the Head of a ftrong 
Body to fight the Volſcian Army, and left the 
Remainder of his Forces under the Command 
of Titus Larcius, a brave Roman, to carry on 

the Siege. The Garriſon of Corioli deſpiſing 
now the ſmall Number of their Enemies, 
made a brisk Salley : At firſt they carry'd all 
before them, till coming to that Quarter, 
where Caius Marcius was poſted, they found 
themſelves ſtopt in their Carreer. Marcius 
charging them at the Head of a ſmall Part 

not only cut in Pieces ſuch of the Volſcians as 
had already enter'd the Roman Trenches, but 
forc'd their whole Body to retreat. Not con-

came in one and all to the Opinion of the 
People. It was therefore unanimouſly agreed 

to ſend Ambaſſadors to Cariolanus, with an 
Offer to repeal the Decree ſor his Baniſhment, 

and to deſire a Peace with the Volſcians upon 
reaſonable Terms. Coriolanus called a' Coun- f 
cil of War, in whoſe Preſence he received 
the Roman Ambaſſadors with an inſupportable 
Arrogance : * When they had delivered their 
Embaſſy, he mw them in mind of their ſhame-

The 
Event-proved quite other wiſe, Coriolanus re- 
ceived this ſecond Embaſly, which was deli- 
vered to him in the moſt humble Terms, with 
as much Haughtineſs as the former, and im- 
mediately diſmiſſed the Ambaſſadors with this 
Anſwer, That the Romans mu/t expect! Peace 
upon' no dther Conditions than thoſe cohich he 
at fir/t propoſed, which if they refuſed to dc 
tept, he uould endeauaur to.convince them that 
he. had nat loſt his Courage fines his Baniſb- 
ment. The Senate had now recourſe to the 
meaneſt Artifice they had ever made uſe of. 
They paſſed a Decree, that the whole Order

ind, and induce him to lay aſide ſome Part 


of his Reſentment; The Filſcian Army was 


ftruck with a Sort of Religious Awe, at the 
Appearance of this Solemn and Venerable 
Proceſſion: Their General was the only Man 
upon whom it made no Impreffion : His Pride 


indeed was evidently delighted, to ſee that 


now he was no longer addreſſed to as a Man, 
but ſupplicated as an offended Deity. He re- 


mained, however, fix'd in his firſt Reſolu- 
tions, and the Sacred Troop were obliged to 


return to Rome, deploring the Fate of their 
unhappy Country. Upon their Arrival, the 


whole City was filled with Terror and Con- 


fternation ; as they deſpair'd of being able to 
defend themſelves by their Arms, nothing but 
Diſorder and Confuſion were every where 


viſible : The Women tan frighted up and: 


down the Streets, the old Men crowded to the 
| | Temples, 


utmoſt Reſpent, might bend his haughty 
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Temples, and wearied the Gods with Tears 
and Supplications. 

In this dreadful Situations of Aﬀairs, the 
Ladies of the beſt Quality were devoutly 
kneeling about the Altar of Jupiter Capitoli- 
nus; among theſe was Valeria, Siſter to the 
great Publicola Her own” Virtues, and the 
Memory of her illuſtrious Brother, lately de- 
ceaſed, had rendered her extreamly dear to 
the People of Nome. As this Lady was re- 
flecting on the impending deſtruction of the 
_ City, it occurred to her Thoughts that t 

Mother and Wife of Coriolanus might be o 
ſome Service to their Country in this great 
Grefis. She communicated her own Senti- 
ments to the reſt of the Roman Ladies, and 
cauſing them to get up from their Devotions,

Violummia having ſpoke thus, took her 
Daughter-in-Law by . the Hand, and bidding 
| her take her Children with her, put herſelf at 
the Head of the Roman Ladies; Thus accom- 
panied ſhe went directly towards the Camp of 
the Volſciuns. A Sight {0 moving, made ſome 
Impreſſion on their very Enemies: The Voſſcian 
Soldiers of their own accord fell back, and 
opening their Ranks, ſuffered the beautiful 
Troop to paſs through them : Coriolanus was 
at that time ſeated upon his Tribunal, with 
the chief Officers of his Army ftanding about 
him, to whom he was giving the neceſſary 
Directions for their attacking the City. He 
was extreamly ſurprized to fee this female 
Party advancing towards him; but when they 
drew nearer, and he perceived that his own 
Wife and his Mother were at the Head of the 


Company, he was ſcarce Maſter of thoſe E-

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motions which fo unexpected a Sicht desde 
. within-him : He found himſelf obliged to call 
up all his Manhood. to his Afﬀfiſtatice, and to 
reſolve more firmly than ever, to be deaf to 
all Intreaties, The Ladies ſtill advanced, till 
they came to the Foot of his Tribunal: 


- *Coridlanus not able to endure that his Mother 


and his Wife ſhould ſtand looking up at him, 
While he was ſeated in fo much State above 
them, deſcended haſtily, and firſt faluting his 
Mother, embraced her for a long time; he 
then ran to his Wife, and catching her in his 
Arms, could not refrain, in ſpight of all his 
Manhood, from mingling his own Tears with 
bers: He laſt of all embraced his two Chil- 
_ dren, with all the Tenderneſs of a fond Fa- 
ther. Volumnia was well enough pleaſed to 
obſerve the Tranſports of her Son, and ſuf- 
fered him for ſome time to indulge himſelf 
In the pleaſing violence of his preſent Paſſions: 
At laſt ſhe gave him to underſtand, that ſhe 
had mething to impart to- him. Coriolanus 
at theſe Words, like a Man awakened from a 
pleaſing Dream, immediately recollected him- 
ſelf, and order'd the Yolſcian Council to be 
: called in, Yolumnia was a little ſhocked at 
this Behaviour, and àbaſhed at the Sight of ſo 
many Volſciams, all Men of the firſt Quality: 
She was in hopes to have ſpoke to her Son 
alone ; but finding that was not to be expected, 
her Concern for Rome overcame at laſt 2 
"2 | = 
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other Conſideration. With the Dignity there- 
fore of a Roman Matton, and the Reſolution 
of a Perſon determined either to /ave her 
Country or periſh with it; ſhe addrefſed her- 
ſelf to Coriolanas in the following Words z 
«© That Alteration which yon cannot but 
obſerve in your Wife and your Mother, fince 
you ſaw us laſt, is of itfelf fufficient to con- 
vince you, under what a Load of Grief we 
have ſupported Life ; and how much we have 
daily bemoaned your Baniſhment and Abfence : 
Our ſeeing you again, which we once ima- 
gined was the greateſt Bleſſing the Gods could 
have beſtowed, is become an Addition to out 
Miſery. Volumnia ſees her Son, and Virgilia 
her Husband planting his Batteries againſt the 
Walls of Rome: We are even deprived of that 
Relief from Prayer, which the moſt wretched 
find under all their Misfortunes. We know 
not what Petition to prefer to the Gods; ſince 
to pray that Rome may be Victorious, is no 
longer conſiſtent with your Preſervation: 
Know therefore, that I am determined not to 
wait the Event of a War, which muſt end ei- 
ther in the Deſtruction of my Country or my 
Son; and that I will never behold either a 
Day of Triumph for your Overthrow, or you 
inſulting amidft the Afhes of Rome. If no- 
thing can prevent your beating down the Walls 
of that City, which contains your * 
- 0 i | ods, 
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Gods, your Wife, and your Children, know. 
that when you enter the Breach, you ſhall 
paſs over the wretched Corps of that 9 —.— 
who brought you into the World; ; and who 
will — deſerve to be ſo treated, for having 
given Life to the Man who deſtroyed her 
Country. Look upon your Wife ; behold 
| thoſe innocent Children, who if you purſue 
your preſent Enterprize, muſt either ſuffer a 
violent Death, or endure, perpetual Slavery, 
Lam not ignorant how much you owe to the 
Valſcians ; but ſurely the Preſervation of Rome 
is not at all inconſiſtent with the Safety of 
chat generous Nation: We do not aim at 
doing them any Prejudice; we only deſire to 
be delivered our ſelves from the Calamities of 
War : Peace will be a Blefling to the Volſcians 
as well as to us ; tho' it muſt de conſeſs'd, 
they will aequire more Honour, if at this time 
they conſent to end a War, in which they 
have hitherto been ſucceſsful. If two brave 
Nations, Who are at preſent Enemies, ſhall 
. by your Mediation become Friends and Allies, 
What Praiſes, what Thanks will you not juſtly 
merit from either People If, on the contta- 
ry, you prevent their coming to an Agree- 
ment, You alone are anſwerable for all the 
Miſeries which either of them ſhall ſuffer from 
this Day. The Chance of War is doubtful ;

Hi reilia all this while t6od by — Mother 
in-law, with one of her Children in each 
Fand, and though ſhe kept her Eyes fix'd on 
the Ground, and faid nothing, yet by the 
mute Eloquence of her Tears, ſufficiently 
ſhew'd how much ſhe was concerned in the 
Event of their Embaſſy. .. It is impoſſible tai 
expreſs thoſe Agonies Coriolanus felt while his 
Mother was ſpeaking, or all thoſe. diſterent 
Paſſions which ſucceeded one another -in his 
Breaſt : He ſometimes look'd upon Polumnia, 
and ſometimes on Virgilia, while a quick Senſe 
of Shame, of Honour, of Love, of Duty, and: 
of Revenge, took poſſeſſion of him by turns. 
He could not bring himſelf to forget either 
his own Injuries, or that Fidelity which he 
owed the Valſcians, yet his Mother's Words 


had awaken'd in him ſome Tenderneſs for his 


native Country; nor amidſt. all his Reſent- 
ments, could he poſſibly help reflecting upon 
the glorious Part which ſhe and his Wife were 
then acting in the Valſcian Camp.

a leading 
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leading Man in the Valſcian Senate, who had 
long envyed the Glory of Coriolanus, uſed all 
his Arts to increaſe theſe Murmurs: He re- 
quired Coriolanus to lay down his Commiſſion 
inftantly, and give an Account of his Admi- 
DG” Coriolanus, who foreſaw he muſt 
ineyitab 2 periſh, if he was once reduced to a 
ivate Condition, and Tullus ſhould ſucceed 
im as General of the Army, anſwered with 
great Prudence, That Ie would ſurrender his 
Commiſſion, whenever it was demanded of him 
by the Volſcian States from whom he received 
it, and that in the mean time be was very ready 
to give an Account of his Conduct to the Anti- 
ates. This Propoſal appeared too reaſonable 
to be rejected: The People of Autium were 
therefore convened, before whom Coriolanus 
was accuſed by Tullus, and ſome other popular 
Orators, of Betraying the Truſt that had been 
repoſed in him. Coriolanur was not only a 
Man of Letters, but naturally Eloquent ; his 


| Cauſe was not ſo bad, but that much might 


be faid in his Behalf. When his Accuſers Pad 
done, he roſe up; and with an Air that ex- 
preſſed neither too much Confidence, nor too 
much Deſection, was about to ſpeak and make 
his Defence. Tullus and his Partiſans, Who 


obſerved him not at all diſordered, began now 
to fear the Event: They dreaded the Impreſ- 
ſions his Eloquenee might make upon a Popu-

While his 
Funeral Pile was burning, a great Number of 
Victims were ſlain in Honour to his Memory:

When the News of Coriolanus's Death was. 
brought to Rome, the Senate gave no Demon- 
ſtration either of Joy or Concern. They 
might probably conceive it beneath the Dig- 
"nity of a Roman Senate, either to inſult a 
dead Enemy; or to ſhew any Concern, for a 
Man who had appeared in Arms againſt his 
Country. The Women could not hear of his 
Death with the ſame Indifference ; they re- 
garded him at leaſt as a brave, tho' an unfor- 
-tunate Man; as a Man, who when his 
ſhould be told in future Ages, wauld ſtand a 
remakable Inſtance of the Power of their Sex; 
and that neither Wiſdom nor Courage can 
protect the Heart of Man againſt the Attacks 
of Beauty and Virtue.: They therefore deſired 
the Senate's Fermiſſion to Put themſelves in 
Maurning. The Senate, far from being diſ- 
plfaſed with their Petition, readily granted 
eit Requeſt.

My 1 | # vo this, Story 
which I have extracted for their Service out of 
ſeveral Greek and Latin Authors, may form to 
-themſelves a pretty juſt Notion of the Roman 
Ladies. They will ſee in the following Sheets, 
of what Metal They and the Spartan Wo- 
men were made of: I ſhall only add on this 
Head, that one of the great Deſigns of Hiſto- 
ry, is to engage us to imitate the Virtues, and 
to avoid the Vices of thoſe who have lived be- 
fore us; and that though it is ſcarce to be ſup- 
poſed, the Ladies of Great Britain will ever 
have an Opportunity of ſignalizing themſelves 
in fo remarkable a Manner as Volumnia, Vir

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Oben Almali, King of | in bh 
younger Years, either had, or affected, 
a ſtrong Paſſion, fox the Study of Divinity. 
The Aſcendency he gained oyer the Minds of 
Men, by being believed to have more Religion 
than is uſually found in Heads covered with 
Crowns, enabled him to puſh Things further 
than moſt of his Predeceſiors: All his Clergy 
were devoted to his Intereſts, his Nobility 
ſtood in great Fear of him, and his People 
really believed, that in him were united the 
Characters of Prince and Prophet. The In- 
habitants of a Country lying to the South of 
his Dominions, had erected a kind of Ariſto- 
cratical Common Wealth, under which they 
lived, if not happily. at leaſt much better than 
any of. their, Neighbours ;. and the Report of 
their being a rich and opulent People, vehe- 
mently ſpurr'd Almali to attempt the ringing 
them under his Government. 

With this View he ſet a great Any. on 
Foot, march'd into the Frontiers of his Neigh- 
bours, began to take their. ſtrong. Places, and 
ravage all the open Country. In vain the 
2 People oppos * his: Army, was victo- 
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rious in ſeveral Actions, tho' not without Loſs, 
and he ſeem'd to be on the Point of compleat- 
ing his Deſign, when he was informed, that 
the Enemy had drawn together an Army ſu- 
perior to his own, in order to make the laſt 
Effort for the Preſervation of their Country. 
Almuli upon this, directed his March towards 
their Camp, and in a few Days a general Bat- 
tle enſued, which for many Hours, was fought 
with great Bravery and Reſolution on both 
Sides. At length the Army of the King of 
Fez was conſtrained to retire, leaving many 
thouſand dead Bodies on the Field of Battle. 
Then it was the Soldiers for the rſt Time 
ſhew'd a Diſlike to their Prince's Condut, 
They ſaid that he had led them far from their 
Families to periſh in a foreign War, merely 
to gratify his Ambition; that if, as he pre- 
rended, he had undertaken this Expedition hy 
the Command of God, they ſnould have been 
miraculouſly aſſiſted, or at Teaſt they ſhould 
not have been beaten; and therefore they de- 
termined to compel him to retreat. Almali 
having Intelligence of this mutinous Diſpoſi- 
tion, ſent for a few of the Officers on whom 
he could depend, and having laid before them 
the Reaſons he had to believe, that the Ene- 
my was in a worſe Condition than they, he 
ſhewed them the Probability there was of per- 
fſecting the Conqueſt, if the Courage of His 
Soldiers could bur be reſtored ;- and in order to 
| this, 
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this, he propoſe the following. Expedient 
That theſe O Id, in the dead of = 
Night, go and lay. themſelves, among the dead 
Men, from whence, by the, King's Order, 
they were to be brought off and interred in 
certain Tombs which were in a Village hard 
by, and in which ſuch Holes were made as 
were ſufficient to furniſh them with Ai.

Defer not the Execution of this 
Enterprize; becauſe all things are ready on 
our Part.“ Cyrus having read theſe Words, 
began to conſider what Meaſures he ſhould 
take to perſuade the Perſſant to revolt; and 
uſter various Thoughts, fix d upon this Me- 
thod as the moſt proper. He fram'd a Letter 
in fuch Terms as he thought fit, and call'd 
an Aſſembly of Perfians; in which, when he 
had open'd and read the Letter, he declar'd, 
8 Myages had conſtituted him Captain 
General of Perſia: And now, ſaid be, I 
command you to attend me, every Man "ap 
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his Hatchet.“ When they came to Cyrus. 
with their Hatchets, he order'd them to clear 
in one Day a Piece of Tzand; containing 
eighteen or twenty Stades overgrown with 
Briars; and after they had done that Work, 
he bid them go Home and waſh, and attend 


him again the next Day. In the mean Time 
he order'd all his Father s Flocks and Herds- 
to be kill'd and dreſꝰ d; providing Wine, and 
theibeſt of things in Abundance, to treat the 
whole Military Power of Per in. The next 
Day when they were all aſſembled, and ſeated 
on the Green Turf, he feaſted them plenti- 
fully; aud after they had din'd, ask'd, Whe- 
ther they would chuſe to live always in that 

— or as they had done the Day before.

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Laa, Eſquivel, Governor. of the City 
of Potocfi, commanded two hundred Men 


to march out of that Garriſon towards the 
Kingdom'of Tucman,with ftrit Orders to uſe no 
Indians in carrying their Baggage, and placed 
himſelf at a convenient Station, without the ' 


Gates, to obſerve how his Orders were put in 


Execution; he found they were wholly neg- 
lected, and that Indians. were laden with 
the Baggage of the Spaniards, but thought fit 
to let them march by till the laſt Rank of all 
came up, out of which he ſeiz d one Man, 
called Aguire, who had two Indiam laden with 
his Goods : Within few Days after he was ta- 
ken in Arreſt, he was ſentenced to receive two 
hundred Stripes. Aguire repreſented by his 
Friends, that he was the Brother of a Gentle- 


man, who had in his Country an Eſtate, with 


Vaſſalage of Indians, and hop'd his Birth would 
exempt him from a Puniſhment of ſo much 
Indignity. Licenciade perſiſted in the Kind of 
Puniſhment he had already pronounced ; up- 
on which Aguire petitioned that it might be | 
altered to one which he ſhould not ſurvive z 
and, though a Gentleman, and from that Qua- 


lity not liable to ſuffer ſo ignominious a Death,

Theſe Actions Amyntas ſaw, with 
Indignation; yet ſeemed unconcern d, be- 
cauſe he was afraid of the Perſian Power. But 
his Son Alexander, who was preſent, and ob- 
ſerv'd the fame things, being a young Man, 
and unacquainted with Adverſity, was no 
longer able to endure their Inſolence; and 
therefore ſaid to Amyntas : © Father, conſider. 
your Ape; and leaving the Company, retire. 
to your Reſt. I will ſtay here, and furniſh 
theſe Strangers with all things neceſſary.” . A- 
myntas perceiving that Alexander had ſome 
raſh Defign to put in Execution; “ Son, 
faid he, I pretty well diſcern by thy Words, 
that thou art angry, and art reſolv'd to attempt 
ſome imprudent Action in my Abſence. I 
charge thee therefore to do nothing againſt 
f 9 IH EY 39 
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theſe Men that may turn to our Diſadvan- 
tage: But be contented to obſerve their Ac- 
tions with Patience; and for my own Part, I 
will comply, and retire.” When Amyntas 
had given him this Counſel, and was gone 
out, Alexander ſpoke to the Perſians in theſe 
Terms. Friends, ſaid he, theſe Women 
are at your Command : You may lie with 
all, or as many of them as pleaſe you beſt ; 
and therefore I deſire you to declare your In- 
tentions with Freedom: For I ſee you are 
inclin'd to ſleep, and abundantly repleniſh'd 
with Wine. Only permit them, if you think 
fit, to go out to bathe; and in a little time 
you may expect their Return.” The Per- 
ſians applauded his Propoſal, and Alexander 
ſending away the Women, order'd them to 
theif own Apartment: And having dreſs'd a 
like Number of ſmooth young Men in the 
Habit of Women, he furniſh'd every one 
with a Ponyard, and introducing them to the 
Perfians, ſaid: We have treated you with. 
all Manner of Variety : We have given you 
not only all we had, but whatever we could 
procure: And which is more than all the 
| reſt, we have not denied you our Matrons 
and Daughters to compleat your Entertain- 
ment: That you may be abundantly perſuad- 
ed, we have. paid you all the Honours you 
deſerve; and at your Return may acquaint 
the King who ſent you, that a Grecian Prince 
* 
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of Macedonia, gave you a good We 
both at Fable and Bed.“ Having thus fpok- 
en, Alexander plac'd at the Seat of every Per- 


fan a young Macedonian in the Diſguiſe of a 
Woman; who, when the Perfians attempted 
to careſs them, immediately difpatch'd all the 
Seven. This was the Ces of theſe Per- 
fans, and of their Attendants; who, toge- 
ther with the Chariots and all the Baggage, 
preſently diſappear d. Aſter ſome time, great 
Search was made by the Perſſans for theſe 
Men: But Alexander eluded their Inquiry, 
by giving a conſiderable Sum of Money, and 
his Siſter Gygea to Bubares a Perfian, one 
of thoſe who were ſent to enquire after 
the Generals he had kill'd : And by hie Ma-

aſhore, and found their way of Entertainment 
was eating the Fleſh of the Europeans which are 
cat away upon that Coaſt. They had not 
been long aſhore, till ſome People of Diſtin- 
ction viſited them, and ſeemed to condole 
their Misfortune, but withal, told them in 
Arabickh, that the King had a great Deſire to 
ſee ſome of them, and they choſe the youngeſt 
and plumpeſt 'of the Turks to ſhew to the 
King, who very willingly went away with 
them, but none came back to bring News 
how they were entertained at Court; and 
every fourth or fiſth Day, another of the beſt 
favoured and beſt fleſhed were carried from 
their 
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their Comrades, on the ſame, or ſuch like 
Errand, till near one Half were carried away ; 
thoſe that remained had no Sufpicion, but 
were lulled afleep by the good Words and good 
Treatment they received daily : But one Day, 
an Abaſine, who had fled his Country for 
ſome Miſdemeanor, came to viſit them, and, 
in Difcourſe, they told him how courteouſly 
they had been entertained by the hoſpitable 
Natives, and how many of their Company 
had gone to the King, but that none returned. 
The Abaſme told them, that they were treated 
after the common Cuſtom of that Country, 
that when any white Men were ſhipwreck'd 
on their Coaſt, they found ſuch Treatment as 
they had, to make them fat, and then to kill 
and eat them, by cutting ſuch Morſels of the- 
Body as they had preſent Occaſion for, and 
kept Life as long in the poor Victim as they 
could; and that very Morning a Janiſary 
had been carried on the aforeſaid Errand, and 
had one Leg cut off, and the half of a Thigh, 
and he ſaw them roaſting and broiling the 
Fleſh as he happened to paſs in his Way to 
viſit them, and told the diſconſolate Turks 
that remained, that if one or two would ac- 
company him a little Way in the Evening, 
he would convince them of the Truth of 
what he told them, but they muſt immedi- 
ately after return to their Lodging. The

Spectacle, whom they found not quite dead, tho?

It is reported, That before 
the Brahmans invented this Law, Poiſon was

_ lo far prevails, - that if any faint-hearted La- 
dy has not Courage enough to accompany 
her Spouſe to the other World, ſhe is forth- 
with ſhaved and degraded, and obliged to 
ſerve all her Husband's Family in all Kinds of 
Drudgery. © 
[ have ſeen ſeveral burned ſeveral Ways. 
In this Country they dig a Pit about 10 Foot 
long, and 6 broad, and fill it with Logs of 
Wood.

of” string. When all is ready, there is a 
ood Store of Oil or Butter thrown on the

Then 
the Spouſe took her Leave of all Friends 
and Acquaintances, and Drums, Trumpets 
and Hautboys playing cheerfully; ſhe walked 
three or four Times round the Pile, which, 
. by this Time, was all in a great Blaze, and 


then leaps in on the Corps. As ſoon. as ever 


| ſhe leap'd in, a Prieſt drew the String, and 
down fell the great Log of Wood, at leaft 
oo Pound Weight, over her Body, and all 
conſumed together. 
In other Parts they do not uſe Pits, but a

great Rewards to any that 
could difcover the Owner of that Shoe. At 
length, a certain beautiful Courtezan of Nau- 

alis, named Rhadobe, was proved to be the 
Ait of it; who being brought to the 
King's Preſence, he ot, her to his Bed, 
making her the Partener of his Empire.

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YRUS, from his continu'd Succeſſes in all 

4 his Expeditions, was of Opinion he was 
more than Man ; he conquer'd all the Nations 
he attack d. The Maſſogetes were at this time 
under the Government of Tomyris, who had 
been Wife to their laft King: And this gave 
Cyrus a Pretext to ſend Ambaſladors to her, 
with Propoſals of Marriage in his Name. But 
Tomyris believing he only courted the King- 
dom, and not her Perſon, ſent to forbid them 
to proceed in their Journey, Upon this Cyrus 
perceiving his Artifice ineffectual, pull'd off 
the Mask; and openly advancing with his 
Army againſt the Maſſagetes, arriv'd at the 
River Araxcs ; over which he laid Bridges of 
Boats for the Paſſage of his Forces, and forti- 
- fied thoſe Bridges with Towers. Whilſt he 
was employ'd in this Work, Tomyris ſent him 
1 780 K k k a Meſſage 
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a Meſſape by a Herald, in theſe Terms; King 
. of the Medes, deſiſt from the Enterprize thou 
haſt begun with ſo great diligence ; for thou 
art not ſure the End will prove fortunate. Be 
contented to govern thy own Dominions, and 
fuſer us to rule the Country we poſſeſs. But 
if thou wilt not hearken to my Counſel, and 
art reſolv'd to prefer every thing before Peace; 
in a Word, if thou haſt ſo great a Deſire to 
make Trial of thy Forces againſt the Maſſa- 
getes, toil no longer in vain to build Bridges 
over the Araxes ; but paſs boldly to this fide, 
whilſt I retire with my Army full three Days 
March from the River : Or, if this Condition 
pleaſe thee not, receive us into thy Territo- 
ries.on the ſame Terms.” When Cyrus heard 
this Meſſage, he call'd a Council of all the 
0: Perſians ; and after he had laid the 
. © Propoſal before them, and demanded their 
Opinion, they unanimouſly advis'd him to let 
Tomyris paſs with her Army into his Domi- 
nions. But Cræſus the Lydian, who was pre- 
ſent in the Aſſembly, diſapproving their Coun- 
fel, ſpoke thus to Cyrus; Sir, in purſuance 
of the Promiſe I made you, when Jupiter 
_ deliver'd me into your Hands, I will always, 
to the utmoſt of my Power, endeavour to 
prevent the Misfortunes I ſee impending over 
your Head ; and my own Calamities how- 
_ * ever ſevere, have contributed ſomething to my 
Inſtruction. If you think your ſelf _ 
| ? R tal, 
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tal, and your Army to have the like Preroga- 
five, tis needleſs for me to tell yu my Opi- 
nion. But if you know you are no more 
than a Man ; and that the Forces you com- 
mand are Men likewiſe, conſider; in the firſt 
place, that the continual Rotation of human 
Affairs never ſuffers the ſame Perſon to be 
always proſperous. For this, and other Rea- 
ſons, I am oblig'd to diſſent from the Advice 
of all this Aſſembly, touching the Queſtion 
now before us. For if we determine to receive 
the Enemy into this Country, and happen to 
be defeated, you will be in danger of loſing 
all your Dominions ; becauſe no Man can 
imagine, that after ſuch a Victory the Maſſa- 
getes would preſently retire with their Forces; 
but rather immediately fall upon your Terri- 
- tories: and if you ſhould conquer, the Ad- 
vantage of your Victory could be no way 
comparable to thoſe you will obtain by beat- 
ing them in their own Country, and vigorouſly 
purſuing their broken Troops. For I amper- 
ſuaded, that ſuch Succeſs improv'd with Dili- 
ce, would enable you to ſubdue the whole 
ingdom of Tomyris without more Reſiſtance. 
Beſides, the Diſgrace is too great and intole- 
rable, for Cyrus the Son of Cambyſes, to te- 
treat before a Woman, My Opinion there- 
fore is, that you would reſolve to paſs the 
River; and when you are advanc'd near the 
Enemy, then to uſe the following Stratagem, 
| K k Kk 2 in 
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in order to ſurprize their Forces. I have heard 
the Maſſagetes live hardly, and are unacquaint- 
ed with the delicious Tables of the Perſian:. 
And therefore I adviſe that great Numbers of 
Cattle, kill'd and dreſs'd, with Plenty of un- 
-mix*d Wine, and all other Proviſions in a- 
bundance, ſhould be prepar'd in our Camp for 
; theſe Men; and that leaving the weakeſt of 
our Forces behind, all the reſt ſhould return 
towards the River: For the Maſſagetes, if I 
miſtake not, when they ſee ſo much exquiſite 
Fare, will not fail to fall on immediately, and 
by that means afford us an Occaſion of ftrik- 
ing a Blow of Importance.” Of theſe two 
Opinions, Cyrus rejected the firſt ; and appro- 
ving that of Cræſus, ſent a Meſſage to Tomyris 
requiring her to retire, whilft he ſhould paſs 
the Araxes with his Army. The Queen mind- 
ful of her Promiſe, did as he deſir'd: And 
after Cyrus had committed the Care of the 
Kingdom, and of Craſus, to his Son Camby- 
es; commanding him, if the Expedition 
againſt the Maſſagetes ſhould prove unfortu- 
nate, to honour Cræſus, and. treat him with 
Favour, be diſmiſs'd both, with Orders to re- 
turn to Per/ia, and paſs'd the River with all 
his Forces. 5 | 
Cyrus having paſs'd the Araxes, enter'd the 
Country of the Maſſagetes ; and in the Night 
dream'd he ſaw the eldeſt Son of Hy/faſpes 
with Wings on his Shoulders; which he ſpread, 
| and 
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and ſhaded Aa with one, and Europe with 
the other. Hyſtaſpes the Son of Arſames was 

of the Achemenian Blood, and the Name of 
his eldeſt Son was Darius; who having then 
ſcarce attain'd to the Age of twenty Years, 
had been left in Perſia, as too young to ſuſtain 

the Hardſhips of War. Cyrus awaking, con- 

fider'd his Dream with Attention; and judg- 

ing it to be of the laſt Conſequence, ſent for 
Hy/taſpes, and taking him afide, ſaid * - 

ftaſpes, thy Son has form'd a Deſign againſt 
me and my Government, and I will tell thee 

how I know this with Certainty. The Gods, 

ſollicitous for my Preſervation, ever give me 

timely Notice of all impending Dangers : And 

therefore laſt Night as I flept, I aw in a 
Dream the eldeſt of thy Sons, having Wings 
on his Shoulders; with one of which he co. 
ver'd Europe, and Afia with the other. For 

this Cauſe I order thee to return immediately 

to Perſia, and to take Care, that when I come 

home with Victory, thy Son may be ready to 

anſwer for himſelf.“ Theſe Words Cyrus faid, 

in a full Perſuaſion that Darius had form'd a 

Deſign againſt him: But the Demon by this 

previous Admonition ſignified, that he ſhould 
die in the Enterprize he had undertaken, and 

that his Kingdom ſhould be transferred to Da- 

 rius. Hyſtaſpes anſwer'd, * God forbid, O 
King, that one who is born a Perſian, ſhould 
conſpire againſt thee ! But if any ſuch be 
| found, 
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found, may ſudden Deſtruction overtake him. 
For thou haſt not only enfranchis'd the Per- 
ans, who before were Servants ; but advanc'd 
them from the Condition of Slaves, to the 
Power of commanding other Nations: And 
therefore whatever Viſion has repreſented my 
Bon contriving any thing againſt thee, I freely 
ſurrender him to be treated in the manner 
thou ſhalt command.” Having made this An- 
wer, Hy/taſpes repaſs d the River Araxes, and 
when he arriv'd in Perſia, plac'd a Guard up- 
on his Son Darius. | 
In the mean time Cyrus advanc'd one Day's 
March beyond the River; and after ſome ſtay, 
rſuant to the Counſel of Cræſus, retir'd a- 
gain, with all his beſt Troops; leaving only 
the worſt of his Men behind him. Theſe the 
_ Maſſagetes attack'd with a third part of their 
Army, and after ſome Reſiſtance cut in Pie- 
ces. Which having done, and ſeeing a plen- 
tiful Feaſt prepar'd, they eat and drank to ſuch 
Exceſs, that they fell aſleep upon the Spot. In 
this Condition they were ſurpriz'd by the Per- 
fans, who kill'd many, and took a great 
Number Priſoners; among them Spargapiſes, 
Son to Tomyris, and General of the Maſſage- 
tet. The Queen hearing the Misfortune of 
her Son, and one part of her Army, ſent a 
Herald to Cyrus with a Meffage in theſe Words; 
O0 Cyrus, thou inſatiable Hunter of Blood, 
pe not vain and inſolent; if, by the Fruit of 
wh the 
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the Vine, which none of you can bear with- 
out raving, and which never enters into your 
Bodies without bringing up all manner of un- 
becoming Language; if, I ſay, by this trea- 
cherous Poiſon, thou haſt circumvented my 
Son, inſtead of conquering him by Valour in 
the Field, However, for. the preſent, take 
the beſt Counſel I can give. Reſtore my Son: 
Depart out of this Country, and reſt ſatisfied 
with having ſurpriz'd a third Part of my Ar- 
my by Fraud. But if thou wilt not do theſe 
Things, I ſwear by the Sun, who is the Lord 
of the Maſſagetes, to give thee Bloqd enough; 
inſatiable as thou art.” After this Meſſage, 
which had no Effect upon Cyrus, Spargapiſes 
the Son of Tonyris, being recover'd from his 
Wine, and perceiving the Diſaſter that was 
fall'n upon him, begg'd of Cyrus to be un- 
bound ; and having obtain'd this Requeſt, no 
ſooner found his Hands at Liberty, than he 
immediately kill'd himſelf. But Tomyris find- 
ing her Advice lighted by Cyrus, aſſembled all 
her Forces, and engag'd the Perfians in a Bat- 
tle ; which I think to have been the moſt ob- 
ſtinate that ever was fought by Barbarians, 
At firſt, as I am inform'd, whilſt the two Ar- 
mies were at a Diſtance, they ſent Sbewers of 
Arrows upon each other ; and after they had 
quite emptied their Quivers, and thrown all 
their Javelins; they joined in cloſe Fight with 
their Swords and Spears, In this manner they- 

| cContinued 
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b long time, fighting with equal 
Fury; but at length the Maſſagetes had the 
Victory, moſt of the Perſian Army being cut 
in pieces, and Cyrus himſelf kill'd in the 
Place, after he had reigned twenty nine Years. 
Tomyr:s found the Body of Cyrus, among the 
Slain ;_ and having cut'off the Head, threw it 
into a Veſſel fill'd with human Blood, which 
ſhe had purpoſely prẽpared; ſaying, in an in- 
ſulting manner; I hou didſt indeed trea- 
cherouſly ſurprize and deſtroy my Son ; but I, 
who ſurvive, and am thy Conqueror, will 
now - make good my Word, and give thee 
Blood enough.” Such was the End of Cy- 
rut.
